The real purpose behind water fluoridation is to 
reduce the resistance of the masses to domi- 
nation and control and loss of liberty. In the 
rear occiput of the left lobe of the brain there 
is a small area of brain tissue that is respon- 
sible for the individual's power to resist do- 
mination. Repeated doses of fluorine will in time 
gradually reduce the individual's power to re- 
sist by slowly poisoning and narcotizing this 
area of brain tissue and make them submissive 








to those who wish to govern him. 

“I was told the entire scheme by a German 
chemist who was an official of the I. G. Farben 
Chemical Industries and prominent in the Nazi 
movement at the time. I say this with all the 
earnestness and sincerity of a scientist who has 
spent nearly twenty years research into the 
chemisty, bio-chemistry physiology and pathol- 
ogy of fluorides. Any person who drinks arti- 
ficially fluoridated water for a period of one 
year or more will never again be the same 
person mentally or physically.” 

Another dangerous drug being used with ill 
effects being concealed from the general public 
is L.S.D.-25, a by-product of ergot (a black 
rye fungus), known chemically as D-Lysergic 
Acid Diethlamide Tartate. Dr. Albert Hoffman, of 
the internationally known Swiss pharmaceutical 
manufacturing firm of Sandoz A. G., conducted 
a series of experiments with this drug. He found 
a daily speck of the drug given to an unsuspect- 
ing victim would soon destroy him and his as- 
sociates' belief in his sanity. Dr. Hoffman stated 
that one pound of the drug placed in the water 
supply of a city aslarge as New York would pro- 
duce a temporary psychosis in the entire popu- 
lation. During this time invading trcops (or 
revolutionaries) could occupy the city com- 
pletely without resistance. 

Dr. E. L. Krupa testified that LSD-25 pro- 
duces a temporary madness by destroying the 
individual s will to think and communicate. With- 
in six hours people can be reduced to babbling 
idiots. (An article verifying the above concern- 
ing LSD-25 appeared in "Life" magazine on 
March 15, 1962.) 

Mr. Don McCullum, age 52, of 4211 East Sixth 
Street, Long Beach, California, has started suit 
for $500,000.00 against Myron Stolaroff, the 
President of the International Institute of Ad- 
vanced Studies, 1149 Chestnut Avenue, Menlo 
Park, California, and the Rev. Dr. Ray Charles 
Jarman, Pastor of the Christian Chapel, 3030 
East Firestone Blvd., South Gate, Los Angeles 
County, California. McCullum claims that, as a 
result of the defendants giving him doses of the 
drug LSD-25, which.produces feelings of the 
most unimagineable beauty and peace, he be- 
came temporarily insane and that it caused him 
to attempt suicide on March 7, 1962. Asa result 
he spent nearly three months as a mental patient 
in Orange County Hospital, California. He stated 
that the drug was administered to him by the 
Rev. Dr. Jarman and personnel of Stolaroff's 
Institute. 

The Los Angeles *Herald Examiner" of June 
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15; 1962- stated that agents of the California 
Board of Medical Examiners had seized a quan- 
tity of drugs in the Chapel of the Rev. Jarman. 
AS a result the Sheriff' s Crime Laboratory made 
analyses of the various drugs found, and among 
them was a quantity of Lysergic Acid, a quantity 
of Methadrine (a stimulant), a quantity of Librium 
(a tranquillizer), and a large quantity consisting 
of six plastic bags of Pago-pela, a powerful 
aphrodisiac which is prepared by only one 
American firm located in Brooklyn. This aphro- 
disiac comes from the Dominican Republic and 
is used by Indians in jungle orgies. 

It was alleged that the Rev. Dr. Jarman was 
administering LSD-25 and the powerful aphro- 
disiac to members of his congregation. The State 
Investigator whohandled the case was Sid Wilson. 
The analysis was made by Dr. Keith Ditman. 

The other defendant in the case, MyronStol- 
aroff, has a foundation in the San Francisco Bay 
Area. Associated with him in the foundation as an 
adviser was the late Aldous Huxley, notorious 
left-winger and athcist. 

LSD-25 has been used among college students 
and others for the fantastic effect it has on the 
mind in the form of conveying the person almost 
to another world. It also has some tie-in with 
sex. The drug is administered in the most 
minute quantities. It is said to be tasteless and 
odorless, and is being used in experiments in a 
number of university research institutes and 
also by many college students and professors for 
the effect it gives. 

On Wednesday, April 3, 1963, the Federal au- 
thorities arresjed Bernard Roseman, age 28, 
and Bernard Copely, age 26, who had been oper- 
ating the Hypnosopic Institute at Joshua Tree, 
San Bernardino County, California, and seized 
three pints of LSD-25. A Federal undercover 
agent, H. E. Pilsen, had turned over $15,000 in 
$100 bills for the three pints. Both men were 
brought before U.S, Commissioner Donald B. 
Constine in San Francisco who set bail at ten 
thousand dollars each. The three pints were said 
to be sufficient to make up 18,000 doses which 
would sell for almost a quarter of a million 
dollars in the black market. U.S. Attorney Cecil 
Poole of San Francisco said the two men would 
be charged with smuggling. The U.S. Attorney 
further stated that the drug had been manu- 
factured by the Weitzman Institute in Israel, and 
smuggled into the United States. A spokesman for 
the Federal Food and Drug Administration was 
quoted as saying, “LSD-25 is one of the most 
powerful agents known to man, capable of causing 
serious mental changes with extremely small 





doses." 

Another organization experimenting with 
peoples' lives is the Synanon Foundation, Inc. 
This is a non-profit organization which claims 
to be set up for the care and treatment of drug 
addicts. In California it is located at 1351 Ocean 
Front, Santa Monica and at 2061 California 
Street, San Francisco. Other chapters are 
located at Reno, Nevada and at Westport, Conn. 
The organization was originally called “The 
Tender Loving Care Club." 

In a criminal case before the Municipal Court 
of Santa Monica Judicial District, County of Los 
Angeles, California, the People of the State of 
California VS Synanon Foundation, Inc., Charles 
E. Dederick, Adaline Ainlay, John P. Barisoff 
and Jesse W. Pratt, Defendants, for violation of 
Section 5700 Welfare and Institutions Code, State 
of California, and Sections 1400, 11391 of .the 
Health and Safety Code, State of California, and 
Section 9105 Santa Monica Municipal Code, the 
defendants were found guilty, placed on pro- 
bation for two years and the case is on appeal. 

John P. Barisoff, a founder, testified that 
married couples resident at the Synanon “Home” 
were unable to have sex without permission of a 
director, and then only, if approved, at a stated 
time in a special room 12 feet by 15 foot contain- 
ing a couch, a king-size bed, a TV set with noth- 
ing inside of it and draperies. Single or married, 
the drug addicts were encouraged to have sex as 
a form of therapy, and those who did not parti- 
cipate were punished. 

Robert Acardo, a former inmate of the 
“Home” swore that during his stay from May 
to October, 1959, he saw many inmates under the 
influence of narcotics. He swore he was told he 
had a *sex mental block" and wasalatent homo- 
sexual and that he was encouraged to selecta fe- 
male and have sex and that he was told that he 
should prolong the sex act and stay twohours in 
the selected room. He swore he was in worse 
condition when he left Synanon than when he 
arrived. 

Thelma Neville swore she first met the head 
of Synanon, Charles E. Dederick, an ex-alco- 
holic, at an Alcoholics Anonymous meeting. She 
swore Dederick often stated in her presence 
that the greatest emotional outlet for mental 
health is sex and that he encouraged members 
to have sex affairs to “release emotional ten- 
sions. 

The Research Director of Synanon, Lewis 
Yablonsky, wrote in his book, *The Violent 
Gang," *Core sociopathic youths, after being 
properly identified, need to be arrested, tempo-
